The national .prohibition act which 


became effective recently provider, 
stricter rules for the use of alcohol 
and whiskey than have %ver been 
enforced. - Heavy penalties the pro- 
vided for violations and the federal 
prohibition commissioner for Ind- 
iana announces that the law will be 
enforced to the letter. 


A physician must obtain a permit 


to prescribe whiskey and he must 
not .prescribe, it unless he has exam- 
ined the person for whom it is in- 
tended or unless upon the best evi- 
dence obtainable he believes it will 
be used as medicine. The law limits' 
a physician from prescribing over a 
..pint of .whiskey to ,his..,patient.every, 
ten days. Druggists are not allowed 
to-fill a prescription more than once.
